They are the 
representatives of [twenty-two Syn- 
ods, aud from varioua parte of the 
Uaion, they are not, however, 
representatives of. the whole body of 
Lutherans in the country, there are 
large bodies of Lutherans in the South 
yet unreconstructed, and otherain the 
far West, not yet Americanized, and 
there are some in the Middle States, who 
unfortunately are not with us to-day, but 
sli are true and loyal men.

The following are the rules and reugia- 
tions for the government of pilots of 
steamers navigating the rivers flowing 
into the Gaif of Mexico, and their tribu 
taries, revised and adopted by the board 
of superviving inspectors, January 26. 
1859, 9s authurized by acts of Conxives to 

rovide for the better security «f the 
of passepgers on board of veesels 
propelled in whole orin part by steam: 


Kule I. When steamers are approaching each 
olner, the signal for passage shail be one suund 
of the steam: Whistle to keep to the right, ana 
to sounds of the steam whistle to Keep tothe 
left. LToese signuais shall be made first Wy the 
ascenditg steamers, If the dangers of naViga- 
tion, daraness of the night, Darrowness of tbe 
channel, or any other cause, render it neces- 
sury tor the descending boatto teke the other 
side, she can do suv by makicg the necessary 
and therscending steamer mustl.gov- 
ern nerself accordinely. These siguals to be 
observed by all steamers, eitber day or night. 

Rule II. Should steamers be likely to pass 
each Other, and these signals shouid not be 
| made and answered by the time such boats 
shall have arrived at the distance of eight hun- 
dred yards trom each other, the engines of both 
shall ve s'Opped; orshculd the tignal be given 
and not properly understood, from any cause
